$90,000 plane crashed on the Luke Field 
runway at 8:25 a.m. (PST.) today when 
a tire blew out as she atempted to 
take off for Howland Island on the 
second phase of her attempted flight 
around the world. 


Miss Earhart and her two compan- 
ions, Captain Harry Manning and 
Fred Noonan, navigfiators, escaped in- 
jury. The plane was damaged. The 
flight may be postponed as long as 
four months. 

The crash was caused by a tire blow- 
out. 

“Only cur spirits were bruised,” Miss 
Earhart said as she stepped out of 
the wrecked plane. 


She was calm and collected.
